An Ordinance of Parliament for the taking away of the Book 
of Common-Prayer, and forthe eſtabliſhing and putting in 
- execution of theDureRtory for the publique Worſhip of God. 


$66$6S$ Þe Lo2ds and Commons aſſem- 
& T bled tn Parltament, taking into 
& ſerious conlideration the mant- 
OPPPEO fold Pnconveniences that have 

ariſen by the Book of Commonz 
Payer tn this Kingdom, and reſolving, ac- 
c02ding to their Covenant,to refozm Religt- 
on acco2ding to the Wo2d of God, and the 
Erample of the beſt Refozmed Churches, 
have Conſulted With theReverend, Ptous 
and Learned Divines, called together to 
that purpoſe ; And do judge it neceſſary that 
the ſaid Book of Common-P2apyer be aboit- 
ſhed, & the Directozy fo2 the Publique Woz- 
ſhip of God, Herein after mentioned, be eſta- 
bliſhed and obſerved in all the Churches

Reformation, our wiſe and pt- 
F@l ous Anceſtors took care to let 
==&. ft} an Order for Redreſle of 
many things, which they, then, by the 
VVord diſcovered to be Vain, Erroneous, 
Superſtitious, and Idolatrous, in' the Pub- 
Ique VVorſhip of God. This occaſioned 
many Godly and Learned men to rejoyce 
much in the Book of Common-Prayer at 
that time ſet forth ; Becauſe the Maile, and 


B the

the reſt of the Latine-Service being remo- 
ved, the Publique VVorſhip was celebra- 
ted in our own T ongue ; many of the com- 
mon People alſo received benefit by hear- 
ing the Scriptures read in their own Lan- 
guage, which formerly were unto them as 
a Book that is ſealed. 

Howbeit, long and ſad Experience hath 
made it manifeſt, I hat the Leiturgie uſedin 
the Church of England, (notwithſtanding 
all the pains and Religious intentions of the 
Compilers of it) hath proved an offence, 
not only to many of the Godly at home; 
but alſo to the Reformed Churches abroad. 
For, not to ſpeak of urging the Reading of 
> all the Prayers, which very greatly increa- 
ſed the burden of it.; the many unprofitable 
and burdepſome Ceremonies, contained in 
it, have occafioned much miſchief, as well 
by wo eres, the Conſciences of many 


godly Miniſters and people who could not 


yield

yield unto them, as by depriving them of 
the Ordinances of God, which they might 
not enjoy without conforming or Subſcri- 
bing to thoſe Ceremonies. Sundry good 
Chriſtians have been by means the: eot, kept 
from the Lords Table, and divers able and 
fithfull Miniſters debarred from the exer- 
ciſe of their Miniſtery (to the endangering 
of many I houſand Souls, in a time of ſuch 
ſcarcity of faithfull Paſtors) and ſpoiled of 
their Iivelyhood , to the undoing of them 
and their Fanuilies. Prelates and their Fa- 
tion have laboured to raiſe the Eſtimation 
of it to ſuch an height, as if there were no 
other VVorſhip , or way of VVorſhip of 


God amongſt us, but onely the Service- 


Book; to the great hinderance of the Prea- 
ching of the VVord, and (in fome places, 
elpecially of late) to the juſtling of it our, 
as unneceſlary ; or (at beſt) as far inferior to 
the Reading of Common-Prayer , which

was made no better then an Idol by many 
Ignorant and Superſtitious People, vvho 
pleaſing themſelves 1n their preſence at that 
Service, and their Lip-labour in bearing a 
part in it, have thereby hardened themſelves 
in their ignorance and careleſnefle of ſaving 
knowledge and true piety. 

| In the mean time Papiſts boaſted, that 
the Book was a compliance with them 1n a 
great part of their Service, and ſo were not 


a little confirmed in their Superſtition and 


[dolatry , expecting rather our return to 
them, than endeayouring the Reformation 
of themſelves: In which expectation they 
. were of late very much incouraged, when, 
upon the pretended warrantablenefle ofim- 
poſing of the former Ceremonies,new ones 
were dayly obtruded upon the Church. 
Adde hereunto (which was not foreſeen, 
but.ſince hath come to paſſe) that the Lei- 
curgie hath been a great means, as on the

one hand to make and increaſe an idle and 
unedifying Miniſtery, which contented it 
ſelf with ſet Forms made to their hands by 
others, without putting forth themſelves to 
exerciſe the gift of Prayer, with which our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt pleaſeth to furniſh all his 
Servants whom he calls to that office : So on 
the other ſide 1t hath been Cand ever would 
be,if continued ) a matter of endleſle ſtrife 
and contention in the Church, and a ſnare 
both to many godly and faithfull Miniſters, 
who have been perſecuted and filenced up- 
on that occaſion, and to others of hopefull 
parts, many of which have been, and more 
ſtill would be, diverted from all thoughts of 
the Miniſtery to other ſtudies , eſpecially in 
theſe latter times, wherein God vouchſateth 
to his people more and better means for the 
liſcovery of Error and Superſtition, and for 
attaining of knowledge in the myſteries of 
podlinels,and gifts in Preaching and Prayer.

to Novelty, or intention to diſparage our 
firtReformers (of whom we are per{waded 
that were they now alive, they would joyn 
with us in this work, and whom we ac- 
knowledge as Excellent Inſtruments raiſed 
by God to beginthe purging and building 
of his Houle, and deſire they may be hadot 
us and Poſterity in everlaſting Remem- 
brance, with thankfulnefſe and honour;) 
but thar we may in ſome meaſure anſwer the 
gracious Providence of God, which at this 
ume calleth upon usfor further Reforms 
tion, and may fatisfy our own Conlciencez 
and anſwer the expectation of other Retor-

Ifany through neceſſity be hindred from 
being preſent at the beginning, they oughe 
not, when they come into the Congregati- 
on, to betake themſelves to their private 
Devotions,but reverently to compole them- 
ſelves to joyne with the Aſſembly, in that 
Ordinance. of God which is then in hand.

Eading of the Word in the Congrega- 
= -being part of the publique Wor- 


thip of God, (wherin we acknowledge 
dependence upon him, and ſubje&ion 
Shim Jand one Means fan Rified by him for 
theedifying of his People,is to bee perfor- 
med by the Paſtors and Teachers. 

Howbeit, ſuch as intend the Miniſtery, 
may occaſi onally both reade the Word, and 
exercile their gitt in Preaching in the Con- 
ercgation,, it allowed, by the .Presbytery 
thereunto.

If the Text be long ( as in Hiſtories and 
Parables it ſometimes muſt be) let him give 
a briefe ſumme of it; it ſhort, a Paraphraſe 
thereof, if need be : In bottr, looking dili- 
gently to the {cope of the Text, aud poin- 
ting at the chief heads and grounds ot Do- 
&rine, which he is to raiſe from it. 

In Analyſing and dividing his Text, hee 
| istoregard more the order of matter, then 
| of words; and neither to burden theme- 
mory of the hearers in the beginning , with 
too many members of Divifion, nor to 
trouble their minds with obſcure termes of 
Art, - 

In raifing DoQrines from the Text, his 
care ought to bee, Firſt , that the matter be 
the truth of God.Secondly.that it be a truth 
contained in, or grounded on that Text, 
that the hearers may diſcern how God teach- 
eth it from thence. Thirdly, that he chiet- 
ly infift upon thoſe Do&rines which are

| Heeisnotto reſt in generall DoGrine, 

although never ſo much cleared and confir- 

med, but to bring it home to {peciall Ule, 
| by application to his hearers: Which albeit 

it prove a worke of great difficulty to him- 
| ſelfe, requiring much prudence, zeale, and 
meditation, and to the naturall and corrupt 
man will bee very unpleaſant; yet hee is 
to endeavour to perfurmit in ſuch a manner 
that his Auditors may feefe the Word of 
God to bee quick and powertull , anda dit- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart; and that ifany unbeleever or igno- 
rant perſon bee preſent, hee may haye the 
ſecrets of his heart made manifeſt, and give 
glory to God.

In Confutation of falſe DocGtrines, heis 
neither to raiſe an old Hereſie from the 
grave, nor to mention a blalphemous opini- 
on unneceſlarily:bur if the people be indan- 
ger of an Errour, he is to confute it {oundly, 
and endeavour to fatisfte their judgements 
and conſciencesagainſt all objections. 

In Exhorting to Duties, he 1s, as he {eeth 
cauſe, to teach alſo the meanes thathelpe to 
the performance of them. 

In Dehortation, Reprehenſion,and pub- 
lique Admonition (which require ſpecial! 
wiſedome) let him, as there ſhall be caule, 
not only diſcover the nature and greatnelle 
of the fin, with the miſery attending it, 
butalſoſhew the danger his hearers arein 
to beovertaken and ſurprized by it, toge- 
ther with the Remedies and beſt way to:

JAGS Ltbough Marriage be no ſacrament, 


4 nor peculiar tothe Church of God , 
\\& but common to mankind , and of 
*" Publique intereſt in everyCommon. 
wealth; yet becauſe ſuch as marry are to marry 
inthe Lord, and have ſpeciall need of Inſtru- 
ion, NireRion , and Exhortation, fromthe 
Word of God attheirentring into-ſfuch a new 
condition; and , of the blelsing of God upon 
them therein ; we judge it expedient, that mar- 
riage be ſolemnized by a lawfull Miniſter of 
the Word, that he may accordingly counſell 
them , and pray for a bleſsing upon them. 
Marriage is to. be betwixt one man and one 
woman onely; and they, ſuch as are not within 
the degrees of Conſanguinity or Affinity pro- 
hibited.by the Word of God.. And the parties 
areto be of years of diſcretion, fitto make their 
own choice , or upon good grounds, to give 
their mutnall conſent. Before 


Of the SeBnnization of Marriage. 

Before the ſolemnizing of Marriage be- 
eweenany Perſons , cha purpoſe of Marriage 
ſhall be publiſhed by the Miniſter three feye- 
rall Sabbath dayes in the tomy 6 1p , x the 
place or places of their moſt uſuall and con- 
ant abode reſpeCtively. And of this Publica- 
cion;the Miniſter,who is to joyne them in mar- 
riage, ſhall have ſufficient Teſtimony, before 
heproceed to ſolemnize the marriage. 

Before that Publication of ſuch their pur- 
pole (if the parties be under ”_ conſent of 
the Parents, or others , under whoſe power 
they are (in caſethe Parents bedeaq) is to be 
made known to the Church Officers of that 
Congregation, to be Recorded. 

The like is to be obſerved in the procee- 


dings of all others, although of age, whoſe Pa- ' 


rents are living, for their firlt marriage. And in 
ater marriages of either of thoſe parties , they 
ſhall be abc not to contract marriage ; 
without fuft zcquainting their Parents with 
it, (if with conyenicnicy it may be done) ende- 
vouring to obtaine their conſent. 

Parents ought not to force their children to 


marry without their free conſent ; nor deny

After the purpoſe or cpntraQ of marriage hath 
beene thus publi e marriage is not tobe 
long deferred. Therefore, the Miniſter, having 
had convenient warning , and nothing being 
objected to hinder it,is publiquely to {olemnize 
it inthe place 4 amy by Authority for pub- 
lique Worſhip, before a competent number of 
credible witneſles , at ſome convenient houre 
of the day, at anytime of the year , except on a 
day of Publique humiliation. And we adviſe 
that ir be not onthe Lords Day.

Hen any perſon departeth this life,let 

the dead body, uponthe day of Bu- 

riall, be decently attended from the 

houſe to the place appointed for 
publique Buriall.and there immediately inter- 
red, without any Ceremony. 


And becauſe the cuſtomes of kneeling 
down, and praying by , or towards the dead 
Corps,and other ſuch ulages,in the place where 
it lies, before ir be carried to Buriall, are 
Superſtitious : and for that, praying, reading, 
and ſinging both in going to, andat the Grave, 
have been groſly abuſed, are no way benefi- 
ciallto the dead, and have proved many wayes 
hurtfull co the living, therefore let all ſuch 
things be laid afide. 

Howbeit, we judge it yery convenient, that 
L the

the Chriſtian friends which accompany the 
dead body to the place appointed for publique 
Buriall, doc apply themlelves to meditations, 
and conferences ſuitable tothe occaſion : and 
that the Miniſter, as upon other occaſions, ſo 
atthis time, ifhebe preſent, may putthem in 
remembrance of their Duty. 

That this ſhall not extend to deny any ciyill 
reſpects or differences ar the Buriall, ſuitable co 
therankeand condition of the party deceaſed 
whiles he was living.

obtained, Publique folemne Faſting (which is 
to continue the whole Day) is a Duty that God 
expeReth from that Nation, or people. 

A Religious Faſt requires totall abſtinence, 
not only trom all food ( unlefle bodily weak- 
neſſedoe manifeſtly diſable from holding out 
till the Faſt be ended, in which caſe ſomewhat 
may betaken, yetvery ſparingly, to ſupport na- 
tre when ready to faint; ) bur alſo from all 
worldly labour , diſcourſes and thoughts, and 
from all bodily delights, (alchough at other 
times lawfull ) rich apparell, ornaments and 
luch like, during the Faft, and much more, 
from what ever 15, in the nature, orule, {canda- 
lous and offenfive, as, gariſh attire , laſcivious 
habits and geſtures,and other vanities of either 
ſexe, which we recommend to all Miniſters in 
their places, diligently & zealoully to reproove, 
as at other times, ſo eſpecially at a Faſt, without 
relpect of perſons as there ſhall be occaſion. 

Before the Publique meeting , each Family, 
and perſon apart, are privately to uſe all _ 
ous care to prepare their hearts to ſuch a ſo- 


lemnework; and,to be carly at the Congrega- 
tion,

So large a portion of the Day, as convenient. 
ly may be, is to be {pent in Publique Reading, 
and Preaching of the Word , with ſinging of 
Pſalmes fit ro quicken affections ſuitable to 


ſuch a Duty ; bur eſpecially in Prayer;to this or 
the like effect.

Speciall choice is to be made of ſuch Scri- 
ptures to be read, and of ſuch Texts for Preach... 
ing, as may beſt work tit hearts of the hearers 
tothe ſpeciall buſineſle of the day , and moſt 
diſpoſe them to humiliation and repentance;in- 
ſiſting moſt on thoſe particulars , which each 
Miniſters obſervation and experience tels him 
are moſt conducing to the edification , andre- 
formation of that Congregation to which he 

reacheth. 

Before the cloſe of the Publique Duries, the 
Miniſters, in his own,and the peoples names, 
ro engage his and their hearts to be the Lords, 
with profeſſed purpoſe and reſolution to re- 
form whatever is amiſle among them, and 
more particularly ſuch fins as they have been 
more remarkably guilty of; and, to draw nee- 
rerunto God, and to walk more cloſely and 
faithfully with him innew obedience,thenever 
before.

Belide folemne & generall Faſts injoyned by 
Authority, wejudge, that at other times, Con- 
gregations may keepe dayes of Faſting , as Di- 
vine Providence ſhall adminiſter unto them 
ſpeciall occaſions. And alſo that Families may 
doethe ſame , ſo ir be not on dayes wherein the 
Congregation to which they doe belong, is to 
meet for faſting , or other publique Duties of 
Vorſhip.

&Hen any ſuch Day is to be kept, ler 
notice be given of it , and of the 
occaſion thereof, ſome convenient 

S* time before, that the people may

The Day being come, and the Congregation 
(after private preparations) being aſſembled the 
Miniſter is to begin with a word of Exhort- 
tion to ſtir up the people to the Duty for which 
they are met, and with 2 ſhort prayer for Gods 
aſciſtance and bleſting (as at other Conventions 
for Publique Worthip) according to the parti- 
cular occaſion of their meeting. 

Let him then make ſomepithy narration of 
the Deliverance obtained, or Mercy received,or 
of whatever hath occaſioned that aſſembling of

And becauſe ſinging of Pſalmes is of all o-

Then lerthe Miniſter who is to preach,pro-

But the Miniſter (beforetheir diſmiſsion ) is 
ſolemnly to admoniſh them, to beware of all 
exceſle and riot, tending to gluttony or drun- 
kenneſle, and much more of thele fins them.

In finging of Pſalmes , the voice is to be tu- 
nably and gravely ordered : but the chief care

That the whole Congregatlon may joyne 
herein, every one that can reade is to havea 
Pſalme book, and all others not diſabled by 
age, or otherwiſe, are to be exhorted to learn to 
reade.
